The  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  vas  chartered  by  the  State  of  Delaware 
on  October  7  193?*  without  specific  authority  of  any  Federal  statute  (3.9  Comp . 
Gen.  531,  57l).  Express  acknowledgment  of  its  status  as  an  agency  of  the  United 
States  vas  first  shewn  bv  the  Congress  in  the  act  of  June  28,  1937  (50  State  323; 

15  U.  S.  C.  713c)  which  continue  the  Corporation  as  an  agency  under  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture. 

The  Coiporation  vas  created  as  an  essential  part  of  the  Government's  program  for 
relieving  the  national  economic  emergency  of  the  early  1930's.  During  the  11 
years  of  its  active  life,  the  Corporation  engaged  in  the  following  major  programs:
